\HAT the Kingdoms of Exgland and Scotland are Hereditary Mo- 
1 narchies, deicending (by Law and Cyſiew immemorial) to the 
Next in Blood; is , known, and has been always 
yielded, uhſtanding. true it is, that as all other Things, ſo the Succeſſi- 
on in Hereditary Monarchies is ſubject to the Law of Neceſſity 3 and 
to ſuch Modifications, as the Univerſal Law of Reaſon and Equi- 
ty may, on emergent. Occaſions, preſcribe both to King and People. 
All Actions, or Defects, by which à King in Poſſeſſion becomes de- 
prived, do alſo diſable the Prince or Princes that have the Right of Suc- 
ceſſion. Thoſe Defects and Acts (for ſo much as concerns our preſent 
Enquiry) may be reduced te theſe Two, Iacapacity, and Abdication. 
Abdication (Renunciation, Deſertion, Ceſſion) being the Act of the 
Prince himlelf, does naturally Bar him of any Claim for the future, 
et it is held, and has been practiſed, that the People or Kingdom not 
dound to accept it. It they accept it not, either expreſly, or by ſome 
& or Acts (declarative) on their part, the Abdication is a Nullity- 
or the Contract between the King and People being vutual, the Con-

particular Man can ſabſift either ſafely, or with tolerable Con- 

' venience and Accommodation, without the concurrence and asſiſtane 
of many others z therefore in all parts of the VVorld, Men have 
affected Society, and a certain Confederation, as we may ſpeak. 

As ſingle Men ſubſiſt by means and help of Society, obſervation 
of their Original Pacts, exprefly agreed (or reaſonably ſuppoſed) when 
they Confederated and Aſſociated. It was ſoon perceived, that theſe 
Pacts (or Laws) might not be truſted for their Execution, to the 
Honeſty and good Conſcienceot every Member of the Society ; but 2
